REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Upon further consideration of the prior art of record, the combination of Myers et 
al. in view of Moradi-Araghi et al. fails to teach the invention as presently claimed. 
Myers et al. discloses a method for sealing porous and fractured formations during 
drilling of the well by using a composition capable of stabilizing boreholes; the sealant 
composition gels within the formation. The reference, however, fails to teach the step of 
pumping, after placement of the drilling fluid in the formation, an activator fluid to 
accelerate the gelling of the composition. Therefore, the combination of Myers et al. in 
view of Moradi-Araghi et al. fails to teach the invention as claimed, wherein an activator 
fluid is pumped into the well during a method of drilling a well.
